for a final, vote on ratification' of the 
peace treaty, the senate today adopted 
the 
modified 
reservation 
preamble 


worked out 'in the bi-partisan confer- 
ence under which affirmative accept- 
ance of the reservations by the other 
powers would not be required. 


The preamble provides that "failure 


on the part of the allied and. associa- 
ted powers to make objection to said 
reservations and understandings prior 
to the dejjosit of ratification by the 
United States shall be taken as a full 


• and final acceptance of such reserva- 
tions and understandings by said pow- 
ers." 
The preamble *was offered by Senator 


Lodge of Massachusetts, the Republi- 
can leader, and accepted without a 
roll call. 
By a vote of 41 to 42 the senate re- 


fused to write into the preamble a pro- 
vision that the ratification should not 
be binding unless the 
President de- 


posited it within 90 days after the sen- 
ate acted. 
The amendment was presented by 


Senator Brandegee, Republican, Con- 
necticut. 
The preamble as 
it then 
came up for final fight on ratification 
follows: 
"That the senate advise and consent 
to the ratification of 
the treaty of 
peace with Germany concluded at Ver- 
sailles on the 28th day of June, 1919, 
subject to the • following reservations 
and understanding, which are hereby 
made a part and condition of this res- 
ervation of ratification which ratifica- 
tion is not to take effect or bind the 
United States until the said reserva- 
tions and understandings adopted by 
the senate have been accepted as a 
part and a condition of this reservation 
or ratification by the allied and asso- 
ciated 
powers, and a failure on the 
part of the allied and associated pow- 
ers to make objection to said reserva- 
tions and understandings prior to the 
deposit of ratification by the United 
States shall be taken as a full and final 
acceptance of such reservations and 
understandings by said powers." 
When debate on the ratification be- 
gan there was a virtually unanimous 
agreement among' senators " that the 
treaty would fail and speakers on both 
sides sought to shift the blame for the 
outcome.

tion of Bainbridge Colby to be secre- 
tary of state, which has been the .sub- 
ject of extensive hearings by the senate, 
foreign relations committee, was favor- 
ably reported today by the committee 
without a record vote.

tion by the senate, although it was in- 
dicated that there probably would be 
considerable debate.

Washington, March 19.—Strong "re- 


monstrances" have been made by the 
American government against rulings 
the allied reparation committee that 
under the peace treaty, sale of certain 
German property in neutral countries 
can be foiced if necessary to satisfy 
the initial payment of the German in- 
demnity. 


Under Secretary Polk of the state de- 
partment writing today to Senator Hen- 
derson, Democrat, 
Nevada, said, "a 
further protest" was in preparation as 
such a construction of the treaty was 
contrary to an official 
interpretation 


exchanged between Germany and the 
allied powers.

Mr, Pojk's letter was in response to 


an inquiry by Senator Henderson re- 
garding reports that Great Britain had 
requested that Geiman property and 
all the ights of German citizens in elec- 
trical enterprises in South America be 
taken over by the commission and sub- 
sequently transferred to Great Britain 
as part of the indemnity due by Ger- 
many.

Under such power it is possible that the 
sale to the reparations commission of 
the securities controlled by German 
corporate enterprises in South America 
might l>e required of Germany.

Crowds Boil With Rage As

London, March 19.—All Germany with 


th'e exception of the southern states is 
rebellious, and Berlin is a "barrel of 
gunpowder, which may be ignited at 
any time" says a Belin dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company filed at 
Berlin yesterday. 


The dispatch describes the withdrawal 


from Berlin of the Iron division and 
naval brigades which marched down 
Unter den Linden at 430 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon in the midst of a 
pouring rain. Crowds, tho majority of 
which were extremist radical workers, 
looked. on as company after company 
filed down the street in the direction of 
the Brandenburg gate on their way to 
Uoebritz. 


"Workers standing on the sidewalks 
seemed boiling with excitement, and 
none could understand why the • troops 
had been permitted to withdraw with- 
out giving up the arms. Few believes 
they would keep their promise to dis 
arm at Doebritz. " 
.. " 


"Many soldiers smiled mockingly at 
the crowd as though saying: 'wait a 
while; we shall return.' This increased 
the antagonism of the spectators, many 
of whom shouted, whistled and cat- 
called, while others hurled such epithets 
as 'scoundrels," 'beasts' and 'swine' at 
the soldiers, who responded with con- 
temptuous looks as they handled their 
grenades menacingly. 


"From the Hotel Adlon, elegantly 
dressed women waved their handker- 
chiefs at the soldiers, this raising to a 
white heat the anger of the workers. 
They suddenly made a rush toward the 
hotel and some actually invaded the 
vestibule . before being repulsed by a 
strong detachment of security troops 
guarding the allied missions at the 
hostelry. 


"Hardly had the last soldier passed 
the Brandenburg gate, when the' rear 
guard turned and-fired a volley into 
the crowd standing in the street. Those 
near the middle of the roadway had no 
recourse, but to fling tnemwlvigrdh the 
pavement. 
Along. Unter den*. Linden, 
Sommersstrasse and Budapestarstrasse, 
men started to run away. ' Many of 
these were either kiled or wounded dur- 
ing the firing' which lasted half a min- 
ute. 
Four dead and 10 wounded were 
carried into the Hotel Adlon. 


"Members of the security guards sta- 
tioned at the Brandenburg gate did not 
interfere during the firing, being few 
in number. 


"A little later near the parliament 
building a crowd of workers rushed, a 
detachment of Baltic troops who were 
passing and the latter began firing, the 
sounds of rifle fire mingling with the 
shrill cries and groans of the wounded. 
"Twenty persons were killed in a 


subsequent 
clash at 
Charlottenburg. 
and a still more serious encounter was 
reported from Kottbutzen, but no de- 
tails are at hand. 


"Workers believe the soldiers may 


return presently bringing on a crisis 
more serious than that of the past few 
days. 
They are particularly furious 


over the appolntement of General Von 
Seecht, as commander of forces here. 
lie being placed in the same category 
as General Von Luettwitz.

Ohio showed that land in the 45 agri 
cultural counties that had more than 
10 per cent of their roads improved, av 
eraged to be worth 47 per cent more 
than roads in the counties having less 
than 10 per cent improved. 


Figures in North Carolina showed an 


almost identical result, with land in 
the improved counties valued 45 per 
cent better than in the others. 


In these improved counties, the pro 


portion if unimproved roads is still so 
heavy, that the gain is only a small 
part of what can be realized by a gen- 
ral project of road building.

AUTO TAX LAW UPHELD. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealej.) 
Ohio's highest court unanimously de- 
clares the new automobile 
tax law 
constitutional. It means that approxl 
mately $6,000,000 additional will be pro- 
vided to give Ohio better roads and 
streets. 
Owners of passenger automobiles and 
trucks are more vitally interested in 
he condition of the highways than any 
other class. 
Motor travel generally 
becomes safer and pleasanter 
when 
here is sufficient money available to 
ceep roads and bridges in repair. Sav- 
ngs in time, repair bills and in ex- 
penses from accidents will aggregate 
many tunes the additional taxes which 
will be paid under this law. 
Every dollar paid, less usual fees to 
registrars and costs of collection, will 
o to the improvement of the highways. 
Virtually all benefits will be directly 
'elt by those who are required to pay 
he tax. 
Half the taxes collected, less auditors* 
ees and usual expense, will go directly 
rorn the registrar to the taxing dis 
tricts for use in the maintenance and 
repair of streets or roads. The other 
laJf goes into the state treasury to the 
credit of the "state maintenance and 
•epair" fund for the use of the state 
highway commissioner, appropriations 
o be made therefrom for the purposes 
of improving' the roads. 
The decision is of particular import- 
ance to Cleveland and other cities of 
Ohio-. Without the 
new 
automobile 
ax. despite relief which will result from 
ther measures designed to provide 
more money for municipal purposes, 
revenue in sight would be insufficient, 
iighway repair work would have been 
priously handicapped. 
In Cleveland 


he total to become available for this 
purpose will be more than $400,000. 


PROHIBITION. 


(Columbus Dispatch) 
Discussing the result of several wet 
nd dry contests in Massachusetts re- 
*ently in which the. sentiment of a 
number of towns was reversed, giving 
wet majorities 
where dry majorities 
lad hitherto 
prevailed, the 
Boston 
Transcript accounts for it upon rather 
riginal 
grounds. "A change of pre- 
ponderant." the paper says, "can not 
te regarded otherwise than a church 
o a congressional 
enforcement act 
which the 
people 
consider to be 
n certain respects too severe." Then 
he Transcript continues. 


'As such it should be considered in 
ligh quarters. 
There should not be. 
here must not be. any relaxation of 
he federal enforcement of law so long 
the Volstead act stands, but there 
will be wisdom in scrupulous efforts at 
his time to determine whether the Vol- 
stead acts fairly represents the degree 


>f prohibition which the people thought 
hey were accepting when they permit- 
ed their legislature to ratify the pro- 
hibition amendment." 
There is no question but many ard- 
nt supporters 
of prohibition—many 
people who were violently opposed to 
he saloons in particular and the liquor 
raffle in general—have awakened to 
he fart that they got more prohihi 
ton than they expected. The* people 
were perhaps foolish in expecting half 
way prohibition: that is. they did not 
ealixe what the mon* thoughtful ad- 
vocate* of the cause of prohibition he- 
leved, namely, that there could never 
partial prohibition in this country-, 
'heir resentment at the saloon 
led 
hem to espouse the cause of prohiW- 
ion. and now that they find that pro 
hibiJJon really prohibits. Jhey are dis- 
ppointed. Tiw liquor people themselves 
re partly to blame for the mental at- 
idiHto which developed. They pr«ioh- 
M that (he prohibition did not prohibit, 
n<] thus many who were opposed to 
taloon* derided that if it really dM not 
m»hlblt, they were safe in voting lor 
J and setting rid of the saloon without 
getting rWI of every drop of liquor in 
he land. 
The «aloon will never rr- 


urn; the liquor traffic Is ended. But 
or years (o come we shall not hear the 
ast of U; H will be an Issue in many 
contest in the future, and It is by no 
means certain that the Volstead act 
(will finally he afrepted as the last word 
upon the subject.

Twelve Superdreadnaughts 


and Six Battle Cruisers 
Are New Under Con- 
struction in This Coun- 
try. 


Washington. March 19.—The United 


States, naval reports say, is building 
more warship tonnage than any other 
nation. 


Twelve super-dreadnoughts and six 


.great battle cruisers, aggregating «65,- 
400 tons, are under construction in pri- 
vate and navy yards. They will carry 
a total of 152 
16-inch rifles and 24 


14-inch rifles and aH will have the new 
electric drive engines., 


With the completion of 
this 
fleet, 


probably in 1923, the United States 
win have a battle force of 19 super- 
dreadnoughts and six battle cruisers in 
the first line and eight dreadnoughts 
and a number of smaller battleships in 
the second line. 


American naval men say that among 


the World's fighting craft the six bat 
tie cruisers and sfcx of the new battle- 
ships—the 
South Dakota. Montana, 


North Carolina-, Massachusetts, 
Indi- 
ana and Iowa—will be in a class by 
themselves. The cruisers wT.l have a 
speed of about 33 knots—37 land miles 
—and each will carry eight 
16-inch 


guns. They Will be 874 feet long over 
ill, 90 feet wide, will displace 33,900 
tons and have 180,000 horsepower. 


The six super-dreadnoughts will be 


even more powerful, each mounting in 
its main battery 18 16-Inch rifles.

STOCK OF LICE 


(By L- L. Mbwls.) 
It has come to my notice on several 


farms this winter that cattle and par- 
ticularly young stock, is or has been 
rubbing and licking itself. Something is 
wrong when they, do that. It is Hard 
to find the lice a'nd it's not very pro- 
fitable to spend much time in looking. 
As the old saying, "Where there H 
smoke there is usually some fire" holds 
true in this case. Go over the animal 
with a cattle card or curry comb dip 
ped in warm linseed oil, one-third kero- 
sene, or lard and kerosene in same pro 
portions or a dilute solution of one of 
the sheep dips will do. It will be nec- 
essary to do a thorough job or enough 
Hce will be missed to restock the ani- 
mal. If weather is cold the animal 
should be covered with a blanket, old 
bags or saeks fastened together will 
answer the purpose. 


Powdered 
sabadilla seed is recom- 


mended by some as an excellent lice 
exterminator and much more agreeable 
to use in cold weather. 


There Is no valid excuse for keeping 
lousy stock. 
From a. financial point 
of view, the owner can well afford to 
pay 95 an hour to have the work done. 
Stock free from lice will winter on 
•Mich less* Coed, - In fact, lousy -stock 
will-«»f-tHrtve, no matter how much 
It is ffd. 
An offer of $1 per hour for spare

from nearly every farmer in Licking 
county. Yet the remark, "I know my 
stock Is lousy but I haven't the time 
to treat them," sounds familiar. It's 
only a short job and if we can't pro- 
perly care for all our stock we had

New York, March 19.—Herbert Hoov- 


er in a statement issued from his of- 
fice here yesterday 
advocated 
early 


ratification of the peace treaty "so 
long aa the final form gives us free 
dom of action and room for construct 
ive development of peace." and with 
reservations which "should satisfy the 
most timid as to entanglements." 
The statement was issued, it was ex- 


plained In response to a request of the 
Washington Star for his views on the 
subject. 
Hoover expressed the belief that the

PATENT OFFICE BUSY PUCE 


Last V«ar take All Record* In tho 


Number of Invention* That 


Were Flltd. 


Last year was a record year In vol- 


ume If not quality of Inventions. Ap- 
plications for patents reaching the 
patent office during 1919 approached 
the unprecedented number of 70,000. 
t:iore than any year's output. The In- 
crease grew with the year. Aaron 
Hnrdy Ulm writes In the Nation's 
Business. Those for the third quarter 
exceeded by 51 per cent receipts of the 
same quarter InilOlS. 


Invention, of course, did not sus- 


pend during the war, but, at least In 
volume of production, It diminished. 
And a great proportion of that which 
did function related to war objects. 
But at noon on November 11,1918, the 
great war became as ancient to the In- 
ventor as the Peloponncslan conflicts 
of lone ago. 


tn October, 1919, there reached the 


division of the patent office handling 
metallurgical inventions a total of 662 
applications for patents. In one divi- 
sion handling chemical subjects—there 
are several chemical divisions—489 
applications were filed; In the agricul- 
tural implement division. 354 applica- 
tions arrived; and the division denting 
with vehicle wheels and such appurte- 
nances received 729 applications, about 
one-half of which related to resilient 
tires. This last item discloses the fact 
that Inventions for the automobile In- 
dustry best reflect the current work of 
the patent office. 


In October, for Instance. 441 applica- 


tions went to the division that handles 
automobile engines and parts. That 
considering frame work and gearing, 
received 550.

Britain Needs New Houses. 


It has been estimated that 800.000 


new houses are needed in the United 
Kingdom to properly house the popu- 
lation. All building was at a stand- 
still throughout the war. Because of 
the enormous Increase In building ma- 
terials and the Increased cost of la- 
bor these houses cannot he built for 
less than twice the amount they would 
have cost In 1914. Thousands of big 
houses In London are for sale, but 
these are of no use to newlyweds, 
who in most instances cannot afford 
to maintain them, nor can they get the 
servants necessary to keep up such 
establishments. It has been found too 
costly to try to convert many of these 
houses Into apartments. 
They now 


are monuments to prewar and opu- 
lent family life In London, when serv- 
ants were employed by the dozen.

New York.—Nicol Schatensteln, a 


Polish portrait painter, who has just 
arrived from Vienna, said that the 
reason why he JLeft the Austrian cap- 
ital to come "to America was. be- 
cause of the misery he had witnessed 
for four years and his desire to Join 
hls-tfamily, who are American citizens. 
He expects to become an American 
citizen, too. 


"The worst sufferers In Vienna," the 


painter said In an interview, "are 
those of the middle class, because they 
cannot afford to pay the high prices 
demanded for food. The working man 
is well paid, tut he has to spend It 
on food t<f keep himself and his fam- 
ily. 
Thousands of the children of the 


masses have been sent to Italy and 
Switzerland to be fed, but the unfor- 
tunate children of the middle class re- 
main in Vienna to share the hunger 
of their parents. 
When I passed 


through Holland two weeks ago the 
working people there were giving one 
guilder, or 40 cents American money, 
for the starving children of Vienna. 


Pay Barber More Than Professor. 
"A barber's assistant in Vienna," 


Mr. Schatenstein continued, "receives 
46,000 kroner a year (about $9,000 In 
prewar days), and has to spend It all 
to li\e in an ordinary way. Compare 
this with the 12,000 kroner paid to 
professors of the universities in Aus- 
tria and the 5,000 to 8,000 kroner a 
year paid to schoolmasters and office 
clerks. How can they exist in a city 
where food is scarce and dearer than 
it Is in New Yorlt? I had plenty of 
money, but did not have an egg once 
a month. UHk I never saw. Butter 
was rare arid dear. Meat could be 
had in "the restaurants In small por- 
tions and potatoes on rare occasions. 
Bread was scarce and so poor that 
only persons with the digestion of os- 
triches could eat It. I could never 
find out exactly what it was composed 
of except that there was scarcely any 
flour. Wood, straw, rye and dried 
bushes were all chopped, up fine and 
baked Into a hard cake* to be sold as 
bread. 


"The poor conld eat dog sausage, 


and the rich could buy horse sausage, 
but I could never accustom myself to 
eat such food. Instead, I went hungry 
often with money in my pocket. 


"During one of the hunger riots In 


the city last winter, I saw the mob 
knock a police officer- off his horse and 
shoot the animal. Half an hour later 
the carcass had been cut up and car- 
ried off by the famine-stricken citi- 
zens. 


Lack,of Coal Causes Misery. 


"One chief source of the misery In 


Vienna was the lade of coal, because 
the poor conld have neither heat nor 
light The glassware, porcelain and 
leather factories were unable to keep 
going because there was no fuel to 
drive their machinery. 
Only the 


wealthy have a warm bath once a 
week and bum one electric light for 
five hours a day when there is enough 
coal to drive the dynamos in the power 
houses. 
Multi-millionaires told me 


that I was a fortunate man when I 
was leaving for America. 


"I was not In sympathy with Aus- 


tria in the war, but I think that in 
the name of our common humanity 
something should be done for the 
starving men. women and children of 
Vienna, especially the middle classes, 
who are the greatest sufferers. 


"Ju«t before I left the capital city 


the doctors in the hospitals went on 
strike because scrubwomen received 


SENT FAMOUS WAR MESSAGE 


MM Who Wlgwflffrt "Held the Perl* 


fsr General Merman During 


Cfvircenfllct, Is Dead. 


Alfred Kfo member of the Federal 


Signal corps daring the Civil war, who 
died recently at Lexington, Neb* it 
credited with hating senl General 
.Sherman's famous message, "Hold the 
fort," to General Corse at Allatoona 
Pass, Oa, la 1864. During General 
Sherman's march to Atlanta, the Con- 
federates under General Hood, with- 
drew and marched around General 
SheiBuu. beading back toward Ten- 
nessee, planning thereby to cut the 
Union tine of communication. 


The point chosen by the Confed- 


erates was Allatoona Past, guarded 
by two little forts on either side of 
the railroad, the garrison being formed 
of a small brigade under Lieut CoL J. 
a TourteUotte. When the Confederate 
army began Its attack Colonel Tour- 
tellotte asked for help. General Corse, 
with the nearest troops available, at 
Borne, Ga» was ordered to reinforce 
the pass. He was Able to move only 
a few hundred men. 
. The tattle 
raged 
through the 


night and the following day, the Union 
men refusing to surrender the fort 
Meanwhile Sherman was exchanging 
signals with the men whenever the 
•moke of battle drifted aside, until he 
was able to have Alfred Nye wigwag 
to them: "Hold the fort" The Con- 
federates retreated and continued their 
march to Tennessee.

Japanese Girls Adopt American Dress 
Miss Kawai Sends for Expert Designer

Japan needs costume designers. The 


present mode of dress for women is 
about toT)e dispensed with in the in- 
terests of efficiency and to*relieve 
women from "the tyranny of dress," 
according to dispatches received by 
the National Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association. 


Miss ilichi Kawai, general secre- 


tary for the Japanese National X. W. 
C. A., has sent an urgent appeal to 
the secretarial department of the 
American Y. \V. C.,A. \vith head- 
quartets in ^."ew York, asking that an 
expert designer and drafter of pat- 
terns for women's clothing be sent to 
Japan-. 


Miss Kawai states, that society is 


making new'demands on -women in 
Japan--these davs and that they must 
be free to respond. They have gone 
nto industry in such large numbers 
during the past fi\e years that the 
majority of industrial workers are 
now_ -women. They ha-ve gone into 
clerical and stenographic work and 
into all of the i^ofessions and trades 
with |he result t&aj women can no 
longer spend the en«Uess4iou» clean- 
ing and re-making the respective 
wardrobes of members of the family 
as is-necessary with the present mode 
of dress. The wave of industrialism 
has proved the \alue of time, form- 
erly held as of no money -value, and 
caused a depreciation^of the -value of 
fabrics, which are now made by ma- 
chine. 


The woman of ordinary circum- 


stances in Japan, Siich as school 
teachers and the wi\ es of small mer- 
chants, must ha\e fifty or so dresses 
made of linen, cotton, silk or mixed 
materials \anin« with the use -which 
is to be made *f them. 
She must 


have dresses f«s- spring, summer, fall, 
late autumn »id winter, these latter 
having a heavy cotton wadding lin- 
ing. She must have dresses in these 
varying weights for the home, the 
bath, the street, for ordinary social 
occasions, for dress-up wear (these 
have fc Eflk lininz ard a cotton inter- 
lining and a dre«s for grand occa- 
sions.- In addition she must have at 
least two kinds of coats, one uui with 
a square neck and one with the ordi- 


kimona neck 


These dresses are made by hand 


and most be ripped apart at least 
once a year, laundered or cleaned, 
and put together again. They are 
made of light, delicate fabrics, and are 
so tight around die bottom that the 
women cannot walk comfortable and 
hence must ride. As Japanese women 
do not take kindly to the street cars; 
largely for the reason that their deli- 
cate kimonas are liable to be soiled, 
they ride in Jmrikishas, which is an 
added expense to the cost of making, 
re-making and taking care of their 
kimonas. 


This movement for die adoption of 


a-simplified style of dress and Amtr* 
ican machine-made clothes whkh-«iA 
Jje laundered intact, began in th» gov- 
ernment private schools for girls 
where a uniform, cut on lines similar 
to dresses -worn by school girls in the 
United States, has been maie compul- 
sory. For example, the uniform in 
one" school is a dress which hangs 
straight from the shoulders and is 
belted loosely at the waist, and has a 
Easter Brown collar with which a 
Windsor tie is worn. The-absence of 
the kimona sleeve is tfie most dis- 
tinctive feature about this dress. A 
flain soft-brimmed sailor Bat with 
ribbon streamers is worn with this 
costume. 


Japanese girls attending college in 


this country are being urged to take 
their American clothes home with 
them, and to wear them in order to 
sanction the one-piece dress and the 
•washable blouse and tailored suit of 
the western part of the world as the 
most economical sort of dress. 
' Miss Kawai predicts that European 
or American clothes will be adopted 
for street wear shortly but that Jap- 
anese clothes will be retained for 
home wear. She also says that most 
school girls are wearing American 
shoes and stockings now. Adoption 
of European dress will, in her estima- 
tion, do much to encourage Japanese 
women in using such public and 
modern utilities as the street car. 


The Japanese Y. \V. C. A. is also 


searching for a \vo*nan who can train 
T'.-anese modistes in the art of de- 
sit ':np, drafting, cutting and maEng 
th «:< *>M.V garments.

1918, reported a loss on canteen serv- 
ice of $1.478,074.14.

The report also shows that $161,- 


722,649.42 had been contributed by 
the public to T. M. C. A. war work 
up to January 1. The report of Wil- 
liam Sloane. chairman of the 
war 


work council, reveals an approximate 
balance of $17.000.000. the principal 
expenditures to- the ends for which 
the money was gt^en having been as 
follows: 


Itemized Expenditures. 


Spent on soldiers, sailors and ma- 


rines in the United States, $38.809.50; 
abroad, $52.382.736.03; other expenses 
not itemized, $7,000,000. The fund of 
more than $161,000,000 was made up

If you whirl a string with a weight 


on the end and then let go, what hap- 
pens? It flies off at a tangent. This 
8 caused by what is known as cen- 
trifugal force; and the same principle 
s applied to many pipe-casting ma- 
bioes. The hot iron is poured Into 
the machine, and it lands on a whirl- 
ing steel mold that is properly cooled. 
The liquid is flung against the sides, 
hardens, and cotnes out a perfect pipe. 
The pipes that are made in this way 
are of uuiforni thickness, and, though 
thin, nre very strong.—Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

More than one-halt of the country 


churches of Ohio are merely marking 
time or are losing (round, according 
to flndin»§ in the rural church sur 
vejr being carried on by the Inter- 
church World Movement. In all parts 
of the ttate survey workers are un- 
covering startling facts of church de- 
cay. 


The whole study constitutes the 


first great inventory of religious re- 
sources ever undertaken in Ohio. On 
the basis of the information thus 
gained, programs for the improvement 
of the situation will be worked out in 
every county by the many Protestant 
denominations which are co-operating 
in the Intercburch World Movement 


Abandoned churches are met with 


everywhere. In some cases this situa- 
tion is found due to overchurching of 
communities, and in others it repre- 
sents an actual decline of interest in 
religious matters 
One county has 13 


abandoned churches, another nine, an- 
other 19, another eight, another seven 
In one community of 945 population 
seven churches have been abandoned, 
leaving three in operation today. 


Decline in church influence in rural 


districts is attributed by church work- 
ers to these causes, among others: 
Non-resident 
pastors/ 
inadequate 


buildings and equipment, competition 
between churches, failure to provide 
adequately for religious instruction ot 
children. lack of provision for social 
activity, Ineffective evangelistic meth- 
ods, underpaid ministers. 


Full-Time Pastor Rare. 


"A church can hardly hope to sur- 


vive with a non-resident pastor," says 
B L. Lamb, interchurch survey super- 
\isor for Ohio. Tet the rural church 
•with a full-time resident minister is 
found to be exceedingly rare. In one 
county fewer than one-half the rural 
< hutches average as high as one serv- 
ice a week, and the people are practi- 
cally without pastoral services other 
than occasional preaching. Hundreds 
of churches all over the state are 
without ministers and have services 
only at rare intervals when a preacher 
happens to be available. 
*« 


The 'small one-room style of archi- 


tecture is practically universal for 
country churches, affording no oppor- 
tunity for the development of the 
church as a social and community 
center. 


Competition between churches re- 


sult* in many communities in the 
maintenance of several weak churches, 
with a total membership large enough 
to support an active church if col- 
lected into fewer congregations. Prog- 
ress has,been made in eliminating 
such costly competition in many local- 
ities, but much remains to be done, 
according to church leaders. In one 
county three-fourths of the country 
churches have fewer than SO members 
each and one-half have fewer than 25. 
Only one-fourth of this smallest group 
are growing

Church organisations for young 


people arc surprisingly weak in many 
localities. In three- of the earliest 
counties completed In the survey, only 
one church had an organization for 
boys. Girls receive only a little more 
consideration, and organizations for 
men are far less numerous than those 
for women. 


Failure of hundred* of evangelistic 


meetings in Ohio ia indicated by sta 
tlstics showing that hundreds of 
churches are steadily declining in 
membership and that only a small 
fraction of the population In many 
communities belongs to any church 
tn one community only 2 per cent of 
a population of l.tt° are church me 
her*. In another t per cent of C70. in 
another 9 per cent of 870. aid survey 
workers estimate that when the study 
Is completed for the entire state the 
membership total will net go fat 
above 2S per cent.

Malaria was also frequent, and Ha- 
vana had the reputation of being one 
of the unhealthlest places In the 
world.

In 1001 General Gorgas, then a 


major, became sanitary officer at Ha- 
vnna, and dealt so effectively with the 
terrible plague that by 1910 not a 
case had originated in the city. The 
successful fight against the fever was 
due to the remarkable discoveries by 
American physicians that these dis- 
eases were transmitted by mosquitoes. 
The fight "against yellow fever helped 
to curb other epidemics. 


Havana has generally been extraor- 


dlnarly prosperous. Under the harsh 
Spanish rule, at a time when only n 
tenth of the land In Cuba was culti- 
vated, the Island was able to pay 
Spain between $20,000,000 and 140,000.-

GETS ALCOHOL FROM COAL 


Discovery by English Scientist That 


Is of Monetary as Well as 


Practical Value. 


The extraction of alcohol from coke- 


oven gas .on a commercial scale was 
proved possible at a meeting of the 
Cleveland Institute of, Engineers at 
Middlesbrough (England) by Ernest 
Bury of the Skinningrove Iron and 
Steel works. Mr. Bury showed that 
be had succeeded In extracting ethyl 
alcohol and its derivatives. The prac- 
tical working Of Mr. Bury's process 
at the SMuningrove plant, where 5,800 
tons of coal are carbonized per week, 
revealed an average yield of 1.6 gal- 
lons of alcohol per ton of coal car- 
bonized. The total weight of coal re- 
duced to coke In the United Kingdom 
In 1918 having been 14,635,000 tons, 
the application of Mr. Bury's process 
to the entire amount of coal would 
yield 23,416,000 gallons, the value of 
which would be $11,395,000. The re- 
covery of alcohol at the gas works of 
the country would yield a further 7,- 
000,000 gallons, or, alcohol and benzol 
taken together, would amount to 114,- 
000.000 to meet the requiremenTs of 
the country, which amounts to 160,- 
000.000 per annum. 


Plywood in Airplane Construction. 
Plywood is wood of any variety that 


has been cut by a machine into thin 
layers and glued together again in 
such a way .that the grain of one layer 
runs at an angle, to the grain of two 
adjacent layers. The strength of a 
plywood panel, in two planes, greatly 
exceeds that of steel. With some wood, 
by combining cuts, it is even possible 
to get grater resistance to stress In 
all three planes than steel affords, 
though it is rarely necessary to go $6 
far. Ordinary wood used for airplane 
construction is not required to with- 
stand severe stresses tn more than 
two planes. What plywood means to 
airplane construction Is well illustrat- 
ed by the De Haviland-4. Before that 
method of using wood was invented 
the best airplane wing rib weighed T.95 
ounces, and was capable of sustaining 
a load of only 88 pounds. Since then 
the plywood rib used on the De Havi- 
land weighs 5.12 ounces and will carry 
a load of 274 pounds.—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


Luminous Dials Popular. 


The radium watch Industry, which 


has grown In a few years to such 
large proportions, began with the pro- 
duction of one watch In 1903 by the 
scientist Dr. George F. Kant. Dur- 
ing 1906-10 a few hundred such 
watches were Imported and sold un- 
der patents owned by a large Ameri- 
can radium company. From 1910 until 
the present time the Industry has 
grown steadily. In 1913 about &500 
radium watches and clocks were sold 
In the United States, and by 1915 
there was more than a five fold In- 
crease In this number. From these 
small beginnings the use of radio- 
luminous compound has grown into sn 
Industry with an output which hi 1919 
approximated £200.000 American high- 
grade and cheap watches and clocks 
and upward of 600.000 Imported ttae- 
pieces.

Washington. March 
19. — In a new- 
reservation to the peace treaty pro 
posed by Senator Gerry of Rhode Isl- 
and and adopted late yesterday by a 
vote of 38 to 36, the senate reaffirmed 
its sympathy for. the aspirations of the 
Irish- people and expressed hope that 
the time was --at hand" when Ireland 
would have a government of its own 
choosing." 


Twenty-one Democrats and 17 Re- 


publicans supported the reservation and 
16 Democrats and 29 Republicans voted 
against it. 
On a second ballot, which 


became necessary under the rules, the 
vote was 45 to 38. 


After the Irish 
reservation 
finally 


had been approved, Senator Simmons. 
Democrat, North Carolina, made a last 
minute fight to procure a change in 
the Republican reservation to Article 
X. but his substitute providing that

United 
States 
would use 
its 


"friendly offices" to help preserve ter- 
ritorial integrity and political independ- 
ence was tabled by a vote of 45 to 34.
